Encouragement will be 
given to such farmland con- 
servation measures as 
dams and ponds, permanent 
grass cover, sod water- 
ways, buffer strips and 
tree planting, all of which 
help retain and slow down 
water and reduce siltation 
as the water moves down- 
stream, Practices which 
help reduce pollution from 
animal wastes, fertilizers 
and pecticides also will be 
encouraged, 

REAP will continue to 
be administered by the Cof- 
fee County Agricultural
